Yesterday the police in Cork. City; act- 
ing under ; te warrant, entered the 
houses of three men who are conn 
with the Sinn Fein Volunteers.

In London yesterday the Stock Markets 
were slightly better, and the tone was 
satisfactory, but business was small.

looked for. Rubber Shares were steady. 
Money was again in Mhara, supply, and 
easy at ó3 per cent. u Discount; 
rates were quiet and Fá ean in firmness. 

In Dublin the features of the Stock 
Market were the rises in Dublin Distillers’ 
issues and Great Southern Stock. Other 
movements were small. 

On the New York Money Market yester- 
day there was a sensational decline in the 
German exchange, whicH®fell from 72g to 
71g. This, with the recent falls, is re- 

rded by the New York Herald as reveal- 
ing the world’s perception of Germany's 
impending financial and wilitary collapse.

Army Problems. 


The British Army in France is in good 
health and good heart, and confident of 
victory.” This is General Sir Douglas. 


| Haig’s message to the House of Commons, 


and his optimism is explained in part by 
Mr: Tennant’s statement on the Army 
Estimates. _ The new British Army is not 
merely a huge host of brave men, animated 
with a splendid purpose; it is a miracle 
of organisation and forethought. It is the 
best fed and the best clothed Army in the 
world. Its health is tended with a 
minuteness and success which would have 
seemed incredible twenty years ago. Mr. 
Tennant went into some detail on these 
points, and most of his statements were 
very satisfactory. A check has been put 
on the waste and extravagance which pre- 
vailed in the first year of war; the 
Government now purchases many essential 
supplies at 25 per cent. below market 
price, We are glad to kpow that in. the 
appointments to commissioned rank an 
increased number of promotions will be 
given henceforward to non-commissioned 
officers. Their devotion is entitled to 
every possible reward, and the steadiness 


and readiness of our fine battalions will 


not suffer by the change. It will be 
another step in the democratisation of an 
Army that is helping to save the democra- 
cies of the whole world from the menace 
of Prussian tyranny. The public will 
welcome also the announcement that the 
pensions of men discharged from the Army 
for disease aggravated, though not caused, 
by their military service will now be in- 
creased to four-fifths of the full pension ; 
this concession will affect a considerable 
number of Irish soldiers. Such details, 
however, although — interesting and 
important, were not the things that the 
House df Commons wanted to hear yester- 
day. The country—Great Britain, at any 
rate—is deeply concerned over two ques- 
tions which are directly associated with 
the Army Estimates. One is the condition 
of our air services, which is so little 
pleasing to a large. section of public 
opinion that it has brought about the 
first defeat of the Coalition Government 
at a contested election. Mr. Pemberton 
Billing took his seat for East Herts yes- 
terday, and lost no time in urging his 
demand for air reprisals.

East Africa. 


The result of General Smuts’s first im- 
portant action in German Fast Africa 
Ramply proves the wisdom of his selection 
for the command in this campaign. He 
is repeating on the other side of the 
Continent that strategy of wide and, swift 
encircling movements which so effectively 
overwhelmed the German resistance in 
South-West Africa. The victory near Mount 
Kilimanjaro creates a possibility that the 
campaign against Germany’s last colony 
may rapidly reach a decisive termination. 
In this action he was opposed by forces 
which are probably the enemy's 
‘main forces, and certaynly their main 
forces on the northern frontier. The Ger- 
mans—native as well as European troops 
—were entrenched, immediately upon the 
border, on the eastern foothills of Kili- 
manjaro, which mountain itself occupies 
a forty-mile base.

The enemy 
appear to have thought that, with their 
left resting on the great mass of Kiliman- 
jaro, they need hive no fear of being ont- 
flanked on the north. This false assump- 
tion, as the event proved, was the prime 
cause of their Wefeat. On the morning 
of March llth General Smuts began a 
frontal attack on the German position in 
the Kitovo Hills. It was not until 
midnight, after very severe fighting 
throughout the day, that a final attack 
with the bayonet secured a hold which was 
maintdined until reinforcements reached the 
position on the following morning. When 
day broke the enemy were discovered to 
be in full retreat to the south-west. They 
had, no doubt, intended, if the Kitovo 
Hills position proved untenable, to retire 
slowly into the vast hinterland of the 
colony’; but they found their retreat in 
this direction cut off by a strong column 
which appeared unexpectedly in their im- 
mediate rear. This column had executed 
a remarkable flank march of at least sixty 
miles, through country partly desert and 
partly bush and forest, right round the 
base of Ki njaro, upon which the Ger- 
mans relied for the protection of their 
flank. The effect of these brilliantly con- 
ceived and as brilliantly executed com- 
bined manceuvres, which have already cut 
off certain detached bodies of the enemy, 
is to press the German retreat south-east 
towards the sea-coast. There seems to 
be a good chance, if the encircling move- 
ment can be continued with speed and 
vigour, that the whole enemy force may be

ACTIVITZ. ON BRITISH FRONT. 


Judging by the German official report it would 
appear that the only incidents worthy of 
record took place on the British frent.

The British Headquarters despatch mentions 
some mining explosions by the Germans, 
one of which did some damage to a small 
salient of ofir trenches.

The German report also claims the bringing 
down of several British aeroplanes.

The French afternoon report shows that artil- 
lery bombardments took place in the 
Woevre, on the Meuse, at Vaux, and 
Damiloup, also at Eix.

From the late French communioné it is clear 
that the Germans are about to begin their 
third effort to achieve success in the 
Verdun region, West of the Mense they 
redoubled their bombardment with heavy 
shelis“against Bethincourt and Comieres.

STATEMENT IN THE COMMONS. 

After questions in the House of Commons 
yesterday, 

Sir EDWARD GREY read the following 
statement which he said the Prime Mmister, 
who had unfortunately been prevented, from 
attending by temporary indisposition, had 
requcste him to communicate to the 
House :—- 


THE ENTRY CF PORTUGAL INTO THE 
WAR. 


The immediate cause of the declaration by 
Germany of a state of war with the most 
ancient of our Allies has been the decision 
of the Portuguese Government to requisition 
the German ships. which, since the com- 
mencement of hostilities, have been lying in 
the home and _ colonial ports of Portugal. 
Had Portugal been entirely a neutral nation, 
without ties or alliances with any of ‘the 
combatants, her action would have been 
completely justified. The war has been the 
cause of a rapidly increasing shortage of 
tonnage in all parts of the giche, and it 
became clear that, in the interests of their 
country, it was the duty of the Portuguese 
Government to make use of all the available 
“é ig in their harbours. This is their view, 
and it was also urged upon them by His 
IMajesty's Government. They accordingly 
proceeded to requisition the German ships ‘in 
their porte, explaining to Germany the 
reasons which prompted them to take this 
action, and promismg eventually to in- 
demnify the owners of the vessels: The 
German ships have been lying in the. har- 
bours for more than eighteen months. They, 
therefore, fell within the broad principle that 
a State is entitled in case of emergency to 
take the property of all the individuals within 
its jurisdiction, arid convert it to the public 
use, a right which is _ inherent in the 
sovereignty of the State, and whieh tannot 
be challenged by any foreign Power, But 
Portugal was not a neutral nation in the 
narrowest sense of the term. At the be- 
ginning of the war the Portuguese Govern- 
ment declared that in no circumstances 
would they disregard the duties of their 
ancient alliance with Great Britain, and now, 
as always, they have remained faithful to 
their obligations as our Allies. They were 
but following a course of action which woul4 
have he no third party, for the requisi- 
tion would have been followed by payment in 
compensation. But the German Government 
thought fit to precipitate matters by a 
peremptory demand for an _ explanation, 
shortly followed. by a declaration of war, 
thus altering the whole position ag regards 
the payment of any compensation for the 
vessels. It is to be observed that Germany. 
who now charges Portugal with a breach of 
neutrality, had herself in October, and again 
in December, 1914, violated the territory of 
Portugal by raids into the Portuguese colony 
of Angola, and later by seeking to stir up 
a native rebellion in Portuguese- Fast Africa. 
Portugal may rest assured that Great Britain 
and the Allies will afford her all the assist- 
ance that she may require, and that, having 
been compelled to range herself on the side 
of the Allies, she will be welcomed as a 
‘gallant coadjutor in the defence of the great 
cause for which the present war is being 
waged. (Loud cheers.) 

Lord Crewe made a similar statement in 
the House of Lords.

CHANGE IN THE PROBLEM. 

During the progress of the war the problem 
with which the recruiting officers had to deal 
had materially changed.- In the early stages 
of the war when a man presented himself for 
enlistment he desired to join the Army, and 
if he had any physical defects he did his 
best to conceal them, and many, no doubt, 
were successful in the endeavour. Latterly 
the position had entirely reversed, and -under 
the group system men were trying to per- 
suade the doctors to find them not eligible 
for military service, in order that they might 
“be rejected. ‘This led the War Office to the 
conclusion that some means ought to be 
devised for tightening up the machinery, so 
as to enable the Army to avail itself of the 
service of men who, though not fit for com. 
batant service, were nevertheless capable of 
non-combatant duties. A Medical Board had 
been established in each military area, by 
means of which it was hoped that the 
efficiency of the medical examination would 
be materially improved. 

THE CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR. 

With regard to the conscientious objector, 
the House had decided that the bona fides 
of the objector should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the tribunals. Up to the present 
many who had claimed exemption on this 
ground had been found non-combatant work 
of national importance, with great advantage 
to the State. With this object it had been 
decided to form a Non-Combatant Corps, 
which would undertake the erection of huts, 
baths, and the manufacture of many necessary 
supplies. There had been a great deal of agitation 
in the Press and elsewhere, about the position 
of married men, and the pledge given by the 
tovernment to the effect that unmarried men 
should be called first. There seemed tw be 
a suggestion that that pledge was not being 
kept so long as so many unmarried men were 
allowed to remain behind when married men 
were being called up. He would only say in 
reference to this, that, as appeared in the 
Press to-day, energetic steps were being taken 
by the Government to revise the list of re- 
served occupations, with a view to reducing 
the number of starred men. That’ was really 
all that could be expected of a Government 
which had given a pledge which it intended 
to see carried out. Lord Derby was very 
much alive to the situation, and was not 
going to let the married men down.

THRICE WOUNDED

Yet 
when the fire was at ita hottest my men were 
quite calm. For five nights, owing to the 
tremendous racket of the artillery, they could 
not sleep, but. when the bugles sounded the 
charge they went into the fight shouting and 
singing with all their might.”

The. Argentine Minister of Agriculture es- 
timates the yield of this yelr’s wheat harvest 
at 4,698,800 tons; that of flax at 997,400 tons, 
and that of oats at 1,092,700 tons.
